At the June 6 th meeting of the WPNS it was proposed that the 
Society sponsor a project of Western Pennsylvania Numismatica. It 
was suggested that the project is feasable over a period of time 
and would be 2 very worthwhile contribution to numismatics as well 
as to individual members of the Society.

If the committee looks favorably on the idea one method of 
approach would be to consider performing the task one piece at a 
time. Start with tokens for example. Finish it, publish it, and then 
take up coins or medals or whatever the next item might be. If this 
method is followed I'm afraid we would lose the interest of those 
members not primarily concerned with the subject at hand. There is 
also the difficulty of standardization and in the end, over all 
cohesiveness. 


Another approach would. be to tackle the entire project at once 
but subdivide the effort to distribute the work and provide for 
simultaneous contribution of knowledge to all subjecta. One such 
plan might be as follows:

way to use the meager funds of the society. I don’t think there. 
would be much cost in terms of money if enough members become 


sufficiently interested to actively participate. 


Timeing is another matter. A quick, shoddy production I'm sure 
you agree would be worse than none at all. Dragging the effort on 
too long would be likewise disasterous. I would hope that such a 
project could be completed in about a year but if more time is re- 
quired by all m@ans let's take it. It might even be an appropriate 
target for the society's centennial which is not too far away. In 
any event I would hope that we could at least get the show on the 
road now. 


I realize that this letter has become awfully "windy" but I 
hope that the number and magnitude of itscus menticned dees not tend 
to convince one of the futility of the effort but rather to point 
out the tremendous opportunities that exist. 


I appreciate your willingness to serve on the evaluation 
committee and I know you will give the entire matter your most 
serious consideration. I will lcok forward to your recommendations 
at the next meeting.

WHEREAS, after a long, useful and brilliant career as an outstanding citizen and researcher, 
the passing of our dear friend and associate Sidney K, Eastwood on May 19, 1966 in 

St. Augustine, Florida at the age of 75, brought to a close a life which has been full of 
worthwhile activity. 


A native of Owego, New York, Mr. Eastwood came to Pittsburgh a few years after his gradua- 
tion from Cornell University, and lived here until his retirement some 10 years ago. He 
had many hobbies, including printing, photography and bookbinding, and he formed extensive 
collections of stamps and books. His botanical studies led to discovery and identification 
of varieties of mosses not previously recorded for western Pennsylvania, and he was an 
accomplished painter in watercolors. 


In the field of numismatics, Mr. Eastwood had broad interests, and he collected foreign 
coins, but his chief pleasure was in studying various series of tokens of this and other 
eountries. He felt an obligation to pass on his knowledge to others in personal discussion 
and in print. Thus he came to produce "Numisma", a little magazine which he produced on 

his own press and gave away without charge. His curiosity about numismatic matters continued 
throughout his life, and as late as 1965 he produced a paper on “The Antebellum Tokens of 
New Orleans". He was the first research associate appointed (in 1951) to the Section of 
Coins and Medals of Carnegie Museum, where he worked primarily with tokens and to which he 
made valuable gifts of books and specimens. 


The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society will be the poorer for the loss of this dedicated 
member, and those of us who were privileged to know him will mourn the passing of a warm 
friend and coworker. 


To his daughter Mrs. James MacConnell and his brother Mr. Eric K. Eastwood, we extend our 
most sincere sympathy, and with them, we respectfully share a very great sorrow. 


While we shall miss him greatly we are most gratefull for the companionship we shared with 
him and for the wonderful memories we have of his faithfullness, loyalty, astute wisdom, 
friendliness, generosity, and his willing and helpfull service at all times.

June 1, 1965 


As provided for by the Constitution and By-Laws of the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic 
Society, the duties of your Secretary are multifarious and multitudinous. 


Article II, paragraph 3. requires the following of the Secretary: 


a. "----shall keep correct minutes of all meetings of the Society----. 
The meetings during the past year have been tape recorded in toto. The 
minutes have been accurately and completely transcribed from these 
recordings. The programs from each meeting have been trans-recorded on 
one tape, indexed, and are available for future use. The minutes of 
the previous meeting have been presented by tape at each meeting, 
exactly as transcribed.

Six hundred and eleven meeting notice postcards were hand addressed and 
mailed with appropriate notations concerning delinquent dues, program 
changes and election of new members.

Co. oo tee- shall attest the President's approval of expenditures ordered 
by the Society". This formality has been complied with in that all 
disbursements have been by check, all checks being signed by both 
the President and the Secretary-Treasurer. 


So much for the statutory duties of the office. The By-Laws do not recognize that 
correspondence may be necessary to the proper functioning of the Society. In lieu 
of such designation of duties the function has evolved on the Secretary. During the 
past year there have been 106 pieces of outgoing correspondence prepared and mailed 
and 201 pieces of incoming correspondence have been received and acted upon. 


Now for some statistics: During the past year there were thirteen meetings, eleven 
regular, the Social and the Dinner Meeting. Total attendance has been 224 plus 88 
guests. Total attendance at regular meetings has been 181 plus 34 guests, or an 

average of 16.5 members and 3 guests per meeting. September was the best attended 
meeting with 26 and July the worst with 13. Attendance was not recorded by name at 

the September meeting so the following statistics are in error by the unknowns of that 
meeting. Of the ten recorded regular meetings Messers. Knabenschuh and Otterman attended 
all, Messers, Foley, Hunter and Sloss all but one, and Messers. Byrne, Dodrill and Woodside 
all but two. Messers. Byrne, Foley, Goddy, Knabenschuh and Nelson exhibited at every 
meeting which they attended. Twenty-five of the 57 members on the rolls, or ug, did 
not attend any of the regular meetings. 


Your Secretary spent 82-3/4 hours during the past year preparing for, and reporting on 
Society business. 


~ Three new members were elected during the year. Seven members presented programs 


during the year with Mr. Byrne presenting two. Six members were unable to present 
their scheduled talks. Nine ANA Educational Awards were presented by the Society 
during the year. 


In this regard, it should be noted that there were 116 items of publicity about the 
WPNS or its members during the past year. I should like to point out at this time that 
the By-Laws, Article III, paragraph 1 require that a standing Publicity Committee be 
appointed the duties of which, in part, are that they "----- shall, wherever possible, 
bring to public attention the activities of the Society----". As no such committee has 
been appointed in recent years, this function has wrongly been assumed by the Secretary. 
It is therefore requested that the newly elected President appoint an active Publicity 
Committee to discharge this and their other assigned duties as your Secretary is unable 
to continue to fulfill this assumed task. 


While on the subject of publicity, I would like to single out our retiring President 


Mr. Raymond A. Byrne for particular mention. It is largely due to his activities during 
the past year that our publicity figure stands so high. Amomhis more notable accomplish- 
ments are the following: Won the Heath Literary Award for 1964, won the Henry Christensen 
Award for the best Latin American Exhibit at the 1964 ANA Convension, wrote and had pub- 
lished numerous articles, two of which were printed in three issues of WORLD COINS and 

one in the Carnegie Magazine, appointed to the Heath Literary Awards Committee for 1965, 
and presently leading the field by a large margin as a candidate for the 1965 ANA 

Board of Governors. Wihtout a doubt Ray has been the WPNS "Numismatist of the Year".

One last set of statistics. Article I, paragraph 1 of the By-Laws specify that 
"The regular meeting shall be held the first Tuesday of each month at 7:30 P.M." 
The earliest a meeting was started during the past year was 8:00 P.M., the latest 
8:40. The average starting time was 8:21 P.M. 


As pointed out above, there are numerous divergences from the By-Laws, some com- 
pletely ignored, some slightly bent. For this reason it is recommended that the 
newly elected President appoint a Committee to study, revise, and propose a new 
set of By-Laws which are updated to reflect the present conduct of the Society's 
business.

The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society met at the Carnegie 
Museum Library, Tuesday, November 5, 1963 at 8:00 p.m. R.A. Byrne 
presided. Present were 1l; members and 5 guests. 
hs 6. wolle The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as read. 
sk pwd Mr. Woodside at this point reviewed the Museum space situation 
in the light of Dr. Sloss' comments of the previous month and 
Oye p De summarized by stating that the Director is quite willing to give 
us space when it is available. Insofar as cases are concerned, 
he felt that the Museum would insist upon certain requirements 
and that funds would be welcome. He felt that a fund would be 


a fine, but recommended that it not be earmarked for the Section 


of Coins. 

The Treasurer's report was a dismal one. Invoices for 
authorized work exceeded the Treasury funds. A review of the 
situation and an investigation, indicated one of two courses of 
action. The first, that of raising dues was discussed and did not 
reach the point of a motion because it was felt that the tradition 
of 80 years should not be changed. The second solution was in 
the form of a motion by Dr. Sloss and seconded by Mr. Kiefer, 
that a special fund be established for special projects authorized 
only by specific authority of the Society. Such fund to be 
activated by donations, small auctions and perhaps in other ways. 
The motion was carried unanimously. 


The Society then authorized the payment of our printing and 


postage bills. 
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The Membership Committee, represented by Bob Porter, pointed out that 
3 recommendations, letters, and money were received. The letters were 
read for the first time. 

The Coin Information Committee, Dr. Hudson, commented on the new 
publications, notices of which are attached to these minutes. 

The Program Committee reported that the Annual Program has been developed 
and printed. Copies were distributed to members. Dr. Sloss also reported 
on the progress of the plans for the Annual Banquet, and requested coins 
for the Auction, "give aways", and a listing of those who plan to attend. 
In connection therewith, the Secretary announced that Mr. Millsop, Pres. 
of the Wierton Steel Corp., had graciously responded to our request by 
furnishing 75 steel key rings. 

The Special Memento Committee, made up of Bob Hudson, Phil Williams, 
Ithamar Lando and Glenn Mooney, reported on correspondence and telephone 
calls with various executives of the Medallic Art Company of New York, 
with respect to the dies of the Society's Commemorative Medallion. In 
view of the fact that the original correspondence in 1928 indicates that 
the terms and the conditions provided for Medallic Art ownership, it 
appeared impossible to force the issue. However, Mr. Bill Louth, Pres. 
of Medallic Art, advised Mr. Mooney that he would release the dies if 
pogsitive assurance were given that no re-strikes would be made. In view 
of the impass, Mr. Mooney constructed a plack containing obverse and reverse 
cast copy of the Medallion for presentation to our speaker at the banquet, 
if it were the desire of the Society to do so. A description sheet 
accompanied the plack. The consensus of the group seemed to be that they 


were appropriate. They were turned over to the Program Committee, Dr. Sloss.

The Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society met at the Carnegie 
Museum Library, Tuesday, Oct. 1, 1963, at 8:15 Pele Raymond A. Byrne 
presided. Present were 15 members and 2 guests. 

The minutes of the previous meeting and the Treasurer's report 
were approved as read. In answer to the Treasurer's inquiry it was 
moved, seconded and ordered that the statement of Annual Associate 
Membership renewal in the Carnegie Institute for the year 1963-196l, 
amounting to $12.50, be paid. 

Dr. Sloss, although not a member of the membership committee, 
reported that 3 potential members were being considered for sponsorship 
and that recommendation letters were now being prepared. 

Dr. Hudson reported for the Coin Information Committee a list of 
new publications covering military currency, Imglish & Mexican coins, 
odd and curious pieces, rates of exchange of foreign money, investment, 
and German tokens. The complete list is filed with minutes of this 
meeting. 

Reporting for the Program Committee, Dr. Sloss confirmed the fact 
that Mr. John J. Pittman would be the speaker at the annual nauanee to 
be held Saturday, November 16th at Stouffers Restaurant, Wood Street, 
downtown Pittsburgh, at 6:00 pem The charge, including everything, 
would be $5.00 per person. Dr. Sloss also reported that the annual 
program was being formulated and would be sent to the Secretary within 
a few days. 

The Secretary reported only routine correspondence, copies of 


which are filed with the minutes. There were no items of deferred 
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business. 

Under new business a number of items were brought up. Dr. Sloss 
suggested that a honorarium, reimbursement, or momento, be planned for 
the banquet speaker. Subsequent discussion developed the feeling of 
those present that no honorariun, reimbursement, or compensation should 
be made but that a momento for this and perhaps other worthy persons 
should be considered. It was moved, seconded and ordered that a 
committee should be formed to investigate the matter. The President 
appointed Dr. Hudson, Phil Williams, Ithamar Landau and the Secretary, 
to this committee. During the discussion it was pointed out that the 
Curator had been asked to check on the location, condition and avail- 
ability of the dyes for the Society medallion. This matter is now to 
be pursued by the committee, 

The President pointed out that 8 pieces of publicity regarding 
the Society and its members had been received since the last regular 
meeting. The total number of articles in print from June 1963 to 
date is 25, 

Mr. Bartley announced that the Pittsburgh District Token Collector's 
Club would meet on Sunday afternoon, October 20th at 2:00 Pem., in 
Room 206 of the downtown YMCA, at Third & Wood Street. 

In connection with the plans for the annual banquet, the President 
pointed out that gifts, novelties and favors for 50 to 60 people were 
needed and requested members to notify Dr. Sloss of any pieces they 
might be able to provide. 

In response to this request, Gordon Dodrill advised that Mr. 
Thomas E, Millsop, President of the Wierton Steel Corporation at Wierton, 


West Virginia, would provide 75 key rings, if requested. 
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Another item of new business was a suggestion by Dr. Sloss that 
a fund, separate from operating money, be established for the purpose 
of assisting the Museum in the procurement of specimens, exhibit cases 
and similar items, also in the matter of procuring suitable space for 
the exhibition of Numismatic material. He proposed that such a fund 
be formed from the proceeds of an auction or auctions of material 
donated by members. He pointed out the need for the preparation of a 
write-up on a short-range and long-range basis, covering a period of 
years.

Messrs. Landau and Foley, in view of the timeliness of the matter, 
made an excellent review of coin insurance policies, particularly ex- 
plaining the details of the "coin floater".

Foley gave Mr. Burns' presentation which had been provided him. It 
covered the background of the preparation of his work on "The Coinage 
of Penema", copies of which were provided for each member. Accompanying 
the presentation was an exhibit of Mr. Burns' collection which includes 
specimens of every issue of Panama. 

Following the program, the following exhibits were explained by 
members: 

G. Kiefer exhibited two stainless steel cents of Costa Rica and a 
set of Nicaraguan coins. Ray Byrne showed coins of Venezuela, Caracas, 
Santa Marta, Guatemala, Honduras, and Costa Rica. Bob Porter commented 
on his coins from Cuba, Panama, Costa Rica and the Dutch West Indies. 

Phil Williams showed a set of Panamanian coins and a number of 
items pertaining to the Columbian exposition. These included admission 
tickets, metallic season pass, medals, so-called dollars, an Isabella 
quarter, and the Columbian half-dollars in proof. 

Dick Foley exhibited a double frame of Civil War medals and 
encampment badges and 8 uncirculated 1909 Lincoln cents.

Mr. Byrne exhibited Pittsburgh Civil War Transportation and 
Merchant Tokens and medals. Mr. Beam showed Civil War centennial medals 
of Chambersburg, Pennsylvania, including Stuart's Raid, Lee's Invasion 
and the Burning, (not yet issued).

Mr. Foley explained his Columbian Exposition medal designed by the 
Italian sculptor Poghliaini in Milan, his Andrew Jackson 2nd 
inauguration (1833) silver proof medal housed in a gold ring with 
magnifying glass covers, and his Christopher Columbus copper 
medal in high relief. Mr. Porter displayed a complete set of 


Heraldic Art Silver commemorative medallions; Mr. Oschman, Philippine 
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Island coinage 1903 to date; and Mr. Byrne, ); rare Canadian 
Tokens. These were: copper and brass Northwest Company tokens 
(Br 925, 925a), Vexator Canadensis (Br 559), and Copper Company 
of Upper Canada in silver proof (Br 721). 

Dr. Sloss explained and commented upon the new book, 
"Counterfeit Misstruck and Unofficial U.S. Coins".

"Prior to the enactment of the First Legal Tender Act 
no official U. S. paper money existed. With the start of the 
Civil War, metallic money was hoarded and a serious financial 
situation arose, The intense debate in Congress over the desir- 
ability of issuing paper money is a strong reminder of the haz- 
ards of this type of currency, Despite many misgivings the Act 
was passed purely as an emergency measure, Fortunately, all 
U.S. paper money issued since the First pegal Tender Act became 


a law is still redeemable in coin and is acceptable throught the 
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world, 

The collecting of U. S. paper money can satisfy a wide 
variety of interests, These include collecting by denomination 
and type, Different signatures related to different denominations 
or types are also available, Some collectors find enjoyment in 
collecting certain combinations of serial numbers and there is 
a limited interest in plate numbers, Even "mint marks™ exist 
in paper money through the collecting of the 12 different Federal 
Reserve Bank Notes, Freaks are varied and plentiful. 

In addition to the regular U. S. notes, there are other 
collectable areas.

Recommendations of the Special 
Committee on the W.P.N.S. Library

Dear Mr. President: 


On December 1, 1970, you appointed the undersigned as a special 
committee to review the contents and usage of the W.P.N.S. cabinet and 
library and to make whatever recommendations seemed. appropriate. This letter 
constitutes those recommendations. 


1. It is recommended that the Society retain a cabinet and library 
as cited in Article I of the original constitution which was adopted on November 
21, 1879 and under which the present society was organized in 1910, but that 
they be redefined and limited as shown below. 


2. The cabinet should consist solely of: 


a) The medals of the society (those issued by or for the society and 
spare copies thereof). 

b) Paraphanalia of the society such as dies, trays, etc. 

c) The library. 


3. The library should consist solely of the paper archives of the 
society and shall consist of: 


a) Minutes of meetings. 

b) Historically-related items such as record books and inventories. 

c) A current inventory file (of both cabinet and library). 

d) Papers and tapes of talks Beever eS to the society. 

e) Correspondence. = 

f) Bulk copies of programs, constitution and bylaws, medal histories, etc. 


4. All numismatic material from the cabinet and library, not described 
in 2 and 3 above should be disposed of as follows: 


a) Permit the Carnegie Museum to acquire as a gift those 
items which they desire for their collections or library 
-- no duplicates. 


b) Auction to members the remainder of the items.

CONS IDERATIONS 


1. Constitutionality. The constitution does not define the library 
except as to purpose (which, in the opinion of some members, has not been 
attained in many years). 


Both majority and minority opinions do define "library" but conflict 


as to content. Neither recommends the elimination of the library. 


Therefore, the issue of constitutionality is believed to be irrelevent 
and certainly no change is required. 


2. Content. See majority opinion attached. The minority report is 
understood to advocate retaining, adding to, and cataloguing the unrelated 
material as well as the related material and making it more accessible to the 
membership. However, no practical method is advanced for accomplishing it. 

No written minority recommendation has been submitted that we know of. Exper- 
ience indicates that it will not be done but if it is, little useful purpose 
will be accomplished. 


_ 3. Bylaws. Article II, paragraph 5, first sentence reads: "The 
Curator shall have charge of all coin, books etc., belonging to the Society, 


and shall keep a correct catalogue of the same."' (underlining added) 


In recent years, the library as it is now constituted is believed to 
have suffered from benign neglect and the "correct catalogue" has either not 
been maintained or has not been distributed to members partly because of the 
large volume of unrelated material which is duplicated and is more accessible 
in private and museum libraries. 


THE ISSUE 


The issue is whether or not the Society will continue to maintain an 
inconvenient, disorderly hoard of material which is not being effectively used, 
is not completely catalogued, and which can consume Society funds for binding -- 
when it could be converted to cash for worthwhile projects such as forestalling 
a possible dues increase, speakers expenses or gifts, the Allegheny County 
Numismatic Items effort, or the forthcoming Society Centennial needs. 


MOTION 


It is therefore moved that the recommendation of the majority of the 
Special Library Committee, or a modification of that recommendation, be 
implemented during the next year and that progress reports be presented at 
each monthly meeting until it is accomplished.
